“ W ! i EK  EA  S,  it  is  customary  with  can 
ditates  for  public  posts  of  honor  anti  pro- 
fit, to  distribute  spirituous  liquors,  wit 
a view  of  conciliating  tbe  affections  of 
(lie  people,  and  thus  of  influencing  their 
suffrages  at  elections  : and  Whereas  this 
practice  is  ruinous  to  the  morals  of  the 
people,  and  consequently  dangerous, 
both  to  our  religious  and  civil  liberty  : 
Therefore, 

Resolved , unanimously,  that  a person 
be  appointed  to  prepare  a memorial,  to 
be  presented  in  behalf  of  this  Association, 
to  our  next  General  Assembly,  praying 
them  to  enact  a law  to  prevent,  if  possi 
blc,  the  further  progress  of  this  alarm 
ing  public  evil. 

Resolved , that  this  memorial,  when 
prepared,  be  published  in  the  Newspa- 
pers, at  Raleigh. 

Resolved , that  this  Association  will 
not  hereafter  support  with  their  suffra- 
ges, the  election  of  any  candidate  for 
the  Legislature,  or  for  any  other  public 
office,  who  shall  be  known  himself,  or 
by  any  other  person,  to  distribute  spiri- 
tuous liquors  for  the  purpose  of  increas 
ing  his  popularity,  and  thus  / trocuring 
votes.

Rome  (Italy)  Aug.  1817, 
For  the  first  time  has  appeared  in  these 
seas,  passing  from  Leghorn,  an  Ameri- 
:an  squadron,  which  has  been  ofi'  our 
port  lor  several  days,  but  lias  since  sailed 
for  Naples.  We  remarked  the  uncom- 
mon good  appearence  of  these  ships.  A 
very  exact  military  discipline,  a perfect 
knowledge  of  naval  affairs,  and  of  navi- 
gation, appeared  in  every  thing.  Their 
spring  locks  combined  ease,  simplicity, 
and  instant  effect,  and  they  were  equally 
admirablcintheir  fire  arms  and  in  pistols, 
nd  multiplied  their  discharge  at  plea- 
sure. The  exercise,  activity  and  readi- 
ness of  their  marines,  and  their  perfect 
acquaintance  with  every  thing,  were 
observed  not  without  surprise  and  won- 
der, and  do  honor  to  the  nation  to  which 
they  belong.  Their  vessels  were  well 
found,  fast  sailers,  and  neat  as  they  were 
well  built. 

Soon  after  the  visit  of  the  fleet,  anchor- 


ed in  our  port  a Schooner  from  Ameri- 
ca, of  a most  beautiful  construction,  ele- 
gantly found  very  light,  and  formed 
lor  fast  sailing,  constructed  and  armed 
like  our  light  vessels.  It  was  named 
the  Cleopatra,  belonging  to  a verj 
ricn  traveller,  George  Cro  vnlnshield,  of 
Salem,  who  constructed  her  for  his  own 
US'*,  and  for  the  voyages  he  had  under- 
taken In  company  wiA  cap;.  lienjr.mip 
Crowiiiusbkld,  his  cousin.  Besides  tl.ej 
extreme  neatness  of  every  thing  about 
the  vessel  to  fit  her  for  sea,  her  accom- 
modations were  surprising  apd  wonder* 
fill.  Below  was  a hall  of  uncommon  ex- 
tent, in  which  the  luxury  of  taste,  the 
riches  and  elegance  of  the  furniture,  the 
harmony  of  the  drapery,  and  of  all  the 
ornaments,  inspired  pleasure  and  gal- 
lantry. The  apartment  of  the  stern  was 
equally  rich  and  interesting.  Five  con- 
venient hed  chambers,  displayed  with 
the  same  elegance,  were  at  the  service 
of  the  captain,  with  an  apartment  for 
the  plate  of  every  kind,  with  which  it  was 
filled.  Near  was  another  apartment, 
which  admitted  all  the  office*  of  a kitch- 
en, and  in  it  was  a pump  with  three  tubes 
which  passed  through  the  vessel  to  sup- 
ply water  from  the  sea,  or  discharge 
what  they  pleased,  with  the  greatest 
ease.  I he  rich  and  distinguished  owner 
had  With  him,  besides  his  family  ser- 
vants, several  distinguished  persons  of 
nigh  talents  in  music,  and  an  excellent 
painter.  Every  thing  to  amuse,  makes 
a part  of  the  daily  entertainment.  The 
owner  and  captain  were  affable,  pleasing 
and  civil,  and  gave  a full  evidence  of 
tbe  talents,  the  industry,  imd  tbe  good 
tgste  ot  their  nation,  which  yields  to  none 
in  good  sense  and  true  civility.  The 
above  traveller  having  complied  with  the 
usual  rules  of  the  city,  having  expressed 
the  due  respect  to  the  Apostolical  Dele- 
gate, upon  receiving  a particular  invita- 
tion, he  visited  the  Cleopatra  in  company 
with  many  persons  of  distinction,  anti 
partook  of  an  elegant  collation.

AGRICULTURAL. 

“ The  sons  of  freedom  venerate  the  plough.” 

We  have  already  noticed  the  increase 
of  Agricultural  Societies,  particularly  in 
the  northern  states.  They  appear  to 
unite  all  parties,  and  to  be  fixed  on  the 
most  useful  and  permanent  foundations. 

\V  e have  now  before  us  an  account  of 
the  fit st  Cattle  Shout  and  Fair,  instituted 
by  tne  Agricultural  and  Manufacturing 
Society  of  Otsego  county,  Notv-York, 
It  was  held  the  14th  ult.  at  Coopcrstown. 
The  proceedings  were  splendid;  but 
we  were  sorry  to  find,  that  the  day  was 
ushered  in  by  a discharge  of  artillery 
and  that  the  procession  was  escorted  by 
a military  company.  Mars  ought  to  hav 
no  seat  with  the  rural  Deities.  In  out 
part  of  the  procession  a Plough  was 
drawn  by  a team  of  oxen  ; the  plough 
was  held  by  a CoJ.  Camkbell,  in  the  80th 
year  of  his  age.  Tlte  meeting  was  open 
ed  with  sacred  music  ; and  the  throne  ol 
the  God  of  the  Harvest  was  addressed  in 
prayer.  Gen.  Morris  delivered  an  Ad 
dress,  and  Elkanah  Watsox,  Esq.  gave 
a history  of  the  rise  and  progress  of  the 
Berkshire  Institution — the  parent  socie 
ty  in  America. 

Premiums,  from  3 to  20  dollars,  wer 
awarded,  lor  the  best  buck  lamb ; tnrec 
years  old  bull;  male  and  female  swine 
oxen ; milch  cow  ; the  best  crop  t 
Spring  wheat ; best  do.  of  barley  ; bus 
manufactured  woollen  cloth;  best  iinet 
cloth;  best  flannel;  best  200  lbs.  mapl 
sugar  ; and  the  best  cheese.  Several  ol 
the  prize  gainers  being  opulent  men 
presented  the  Society  with  the  amount 
of  their  several  premiums. 

Gov.  Clinton,  having  been  appointed 
an  honorary  member  of  the  society 
notified  his  acceptance  in  a very  politt 
letter,  from  which  \tc  extract  the  follow 
ing 

“ I avail  myself  of  this  occasion 
transmit  for  trial,  hy  such  of  your  mem 
hers  as  may  see  fit,  some  wheat  of  un 
common  excellence.  It  was  forwardec 
to  me  by  Gurdon  S.  Mumford,  E6q. 
respectable  citizen  cf  Ncw-York,  ant 
was  raised  at  his  country  scat,  on  the 
island  of  Netv-York.  Four  acres,  pie 
pared  and  manured  in  the  ordinary  way 
produced  100  bushels.  In  tne  fall 
1815,  he  procured  from  on  board  a ves 
sel  in  the  harbor,  about  half  a peck  of  it 
being  struck  with  the  peculiarity  of  its 
appearance.  The  produce  of  this  com 
posed  the  seed  wheat  of  the  four  acres 
The  straw  is  represented  as  rather  smai 
and  stift’;  the  ear  of  the  common  size 
and  the  beard  of  uncommon  length/ 
The  grains,  you  will  observe,  are  pretty 
transparent,  and  approach  nearly  to  thi 
hardness  of  rice.  The  place  of  its  ori 
gin  cannot  be  exactly  ascertained : but 
it  is  either  the  Coast  of  Barbary  or  the 
Island  of  Siciiy.  The  wheat  is  uncom- 
monly heavy,  and  according  to  a certifi 
cate  in  my  possession,  weighs  65  pounds 
and  4 ounces  a bushel.

The  half  bushel  of  wheat  accompany- 
ing the  above,  was  distributed  in  small 
parcels  among  the  members  of  the  so- 
ciety.

illustrated  the  laws  of  this  diversity  in  a 
most  luminous  manner.

C.  A.  Busby,  architect,  from  England, 
but  now  a resident  of  Netv-York  ; a gen- 
tleman of  talents  and  erudition,  which  he 
has  improved  by  travelling  in  Europe. 
I ills  invention  proinis  s important  bene- 
fits to  the  community.  The  wheel,  when 
app.ied  to  steam  boats,  will  increase  their 
velocity  beyond  any  method  hitherto  dis- 
covered, by  removing  the  impediments 
arising  from  back  water,  causing  the 
paddles  to  rise  edgewise  and  obliquely, 
and  will  diminish  the  risk  of  injury  from 
ice  or  other  floating  bodies.  Many  other 
advantages,  it  is  alleged,  will  attend  it, 
as  rcspcci^  stea/jt-boats,boti)  as  it  regards 
safety  and  convenience.  Such  a wheel 
has  been  long  an  object  of  anxious  study, 
hut  had  hitherto  eluded  every  attempt  to 
ser/.inpUsh  it.  We  trust  the  ingenious 
inventor  will  realize  the  full  amount  of 
■ us  just  expectations.  And  this  sug- 
gests a hint  respecting  a material  defect 
in  the  patent  law  of  the  United  States. — 
By  the  provisions  of  this  law,  as  it  stands, 
none  but  a citizen,  native  or  naturalized, 
can  derive  any  benefit  irom  it.  But  why 
so?  What  good  reason  can  be  given 
against  the  encouragement  of  all  useful 
inventions,  from  whatever  part  of  the 
world  they  may  come  ? Such  a restric- 
tion is  not  only  illiberal  and  injurious  to 
ourselves,  but  it  drives  artists  sometimes 
to  shifts  and  evasions,  unfriendly  to  good 
ntora.s,  and  consequently  inimical  to  the 
best  interests  of  society.  We  hope  con- 
gress will  repeal  the  obnoxious  clause. 

BALTIMORE,  NOV.  1. 

A serious  disturbance  lock  place  in 
the  New- York  Theatre  on  last  Monday 
evening,  occasioned  by  the  nonappearnce 
of  Mr.  Iucledon,  at  the  clamorous  call 
of  the  adticnce,  to  sing  “ Black  Eye’d 
Susan.”  The  Beggar's  Opera  had  been 
performed,  it  seems,  go  little  to  the  sa- 
tisfaction of  the  audience,  that  they  wens 
determined  to  be  oorupeoMited  for  the 
disappointment,  by  hearing  Mr.  IncK  dmi 
sing  this  admired  song,  which  had  not 
been  announced  in  the  bill.  His  exer- 
tions during  the  opera,  having,  as  he 
stated  to  the  manager,  “ so  exhausted 
hint  that  he  felt  it  to  be  entirely  out  of  his 
power  to  do  it  with  justice,  either  to  the 
audience  or  himself.”  This  explanation 
was  made  by  the  manager;  but,  though 
so  evidently  reasonable,  did  not  satisfy 
the  audience. 

The  actors  were  greeted  on  their  enr 
trance  by  showers  of  apples,  nuts,  Sec.; 
a scene  of  noise  and  uproar  continued, 
without  interruption,  during  the  after- 
piece  ; a number  of  watchmen  were  in- 
troduced with  a view  of  keeping  ’the 
peace.  TJicir  presence,  however,  did 
not  seem  calculated  to  allay  the  noise  and 
confusion,  and  the  curtain  fell  amidst 
repeated  screams,  hisses,  nois.  s,  Sec. — 
Some  acts  of  personal  violence  took 
place  in  consequence  of  an  attempt  of 
certain  persons,  who  undertook  to  hustle 
Mr.  Justice  Hopson,  although  he  declar- 
ed himself  a police  magistrate — and  se- 
veral persons  were  taken  to  the  watch- 
house. 

The  federalists  of  Boston  lately  held  a 
meeting,  at  which  Jonathan  Mason  was 
recommended  as  a candidate  for  Con- 
gress, in  the  place  of  Mr.  Lloyd,  resign- 
ed. 

CHARLESTON,  OCT.  30. 

We  are  happy  that  we  can,  as  in  times 
nast,  boast  ol  the  health  of  otir  city.  The 
bill  of  mortality  for  the  week  ending  the 
26th  inst.  reports  only  17  deaths,  being 
the  least  number  since  the  week  front 
the  15th  to  the  22d  June  last. 

The  public  are  informed  that  Cents, 
to  any  moderate  amount,  may  be  had  at 
the  Mint  cf  the  United  States , in  ex- 
change for  specie,  or  any  notes  receiva- 
ble in  the  Bank  of  the  United  States. 

Thomas  Cooper,  who  was  lately  ap- 
pointed professor  of  natural  philosophy 
and  chemistry  in  the  College  of  William 
and  Mary,  has  declined  accepting  the 
appointment,  in  consequence  of  a prior 
engagement,  which couidnot  be  dispens- 
ed with.  Judge  Cooper  is  a professor 
of  chemistry  in  the  University  of  Penn* 
sylvania 

The  interdiction  of  colonial  produce, 
Sec.  in  Sweden,  has  not  prevented  its 
use,  but  has  raised  the  price — as  it  is  now 
smuggled.  The  drinking  of  coffee  being 
prohibited,  it  is  now  called  sou/t,  and  ea- 
ten with  a spoon. 

The  crop  of  potatoes  in  the  Nether- 
ivndsis  so  abundant,  that  it  is  supposed 
the  quantity  is  three  times  as  great  as  in 
common  years.  It  is  now  exactly  100 
years  since  the  cultivation  of  the  pota- 
toes was  introduced  there  by  a Bishop  of 
Namur, 
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SPAIN. 

"We  have  (says  the  Aurora)  received 
the  Madrid  <*!  zette,  of  the  9tb,  12th  and 
14th  of  Avgust — and  a letter  from  an 
American  traveller,  of  the  20th  of  the 
same  month ; papers  down  to  the  latter 
date  are  mentioned,  but  have  not  been 
received.  The  following  are  extracts: — 

“ There  is  nothing  new  in  tins  city, 
(Madrid)  except  that  the  king  has  agreed 
to  abolish  the  slave  trade,  in  considera- 
tion of  the  sum' of  the  200,0001.  sterling 
to  be  paid  by  Great  Britain,  which  wilf 
be  liquidated  by  bills  on  the  merchants 
in  the  ports  of  Spain,  who  will  have  per- 
mission to  import  British  manufactures 
to  that  amount. 

« The  expedition  to  Buenos  Ayres, 
which  I lerrn  has  been  long  agitated, 
continues  to  be  spoken  of  still,  but  that 
appears  to  be  all  that  is  done  on  the  sub- 
ject, for  those  who  have  been  in  this 
place  for  a long  lime  say,  that  itappear- 
ed  to  be  as  far  advanced  every  day  for 
six  months  past,  as  at  this  moment.  * he 
junta  of  Reemfilasos  are  unable,  and  it  is 
si  id  unwilling  to  comply  with  their  en- 
gagements. The  men  are  it  is  tru 
drafted,  and  ready,  if  there  were  only 
means  to  equip  them  and  fit  them  cut. 

You  will  see  in  the  gazettes  ol  this 
piaee,  which  I send  you,  up  to  this  date, 
how  they  speak  of  General  Mina,  and  his 
expedition  to  Mexico.  They  speak  of 
an  address  issued  by  him  from  Soto  la 
Marina,  in  April,  of  the  present  year  ;| 
but  they  do  not  publish  it,  nor  has  it  ap- 
peared in  any  American  paper  received 
here,  as  I am  informed.  But  the  truth 
is,  that,  with  all  their  bombast,  the  expe- 
dition of  Mina  ha»  dismally  1 lightened 
the  greatest  fieo/tle  in  Madrid. 

“ You  must  have  heard  of  the  death  of 
General  Lacy  long  ago.  lie  was  em- 
barked by  night  at  Barcelona,  carried  to! 
Majorca,  and  there  immediately  shot,  al- 
so by  night.  It  is  said  his  remains  were 
left  unburied,  because  he  refused  to  re- 
ceive the  rites  of  the  church,  and  to  con- 
sent to  forgive  his  enemies : he  die  . with, 
the  constancy  and  calmness  of  a true 
hero.  The  order  for  his  execution,  it 
appears,  was  given  pi  ior  to  the  sitting  of 
the  military  court — but  their  decision 
has  not  been  permitted  to  appear;  and,| 
it  is  said,  was  neither  unanimous,  nor 
composed  of  the  necessary  plurality  toj 
be-  legal : a few  only  were  for  death,  some 
for  banishment,  and  a still  greater  num- 
ber for  confinement  in  a fortress,  and  ah 
these  propositions  would  comport  with, 
-the  law  s of  this  country.  Sentences  of] 
military  courts  are  always  sent  to  the 
king  for  approbation;  but  the  facts  will! 
shew  how  much  law  was  regarded.  '1  hei 
advocate,  or  as  he  is  called,  the  d f nd.  r] 
of  ge  n.  La  y,  was  a lieutenant  gencrall 
named  Cugigat,  who  immediately  upon 
•the  rising  of  the  court,  passed  rapidly  for' 
Madrid,  to  use  his  influence  in  procuring, 
the  mildest  sentence  proposed  by  the! 
military  court,  but  now  it  appears,  that 1 
I.acy  was  shot  at  Majorca,  on  the  very 
same  evening  that  general  Cagigai  reach- 
ed this  city. 

“You  need  not  express  your  surprize, 
therefore,  at  what  I am  now  going  to  tell 
you  about  our  countryman,  Mr.  Meade, 
who  continues  still  confined,  and  whose 
confinement  has  been  made  more  rigorous 
for  some  time  pact,  as  Hearn.  Upon  the 
vigorous  representations  of  our  minister 
here  (G.  W.  Living,  Lsq.) an  order  was 
publicly  is  .tied  under  the  royal  signature, 
for  the  release  of  Mr.  Meade,  declaring] 
that  there  was  no  cause  for  his  imprison- 
ment; yet,  although  this  order  was  is- 
sued iu  the  most  formal  and  public  man- 
ner, and  our  minister  furnisned  with  an 
authenticated  copy,  Mr,  Meade  was  nut 
released,  nor  is  he  yet  released:  when  in- 
quiry was  made, it  was  by  mere  accident 
discovered,  that  another  raual  order  (but> 
secret)  was  ianuetl  at  the  very  same  tun  , 
under  the  royal  signature,  forbidding  a' 
compliance  with  the  /tublic  order  ; t ais 
you  may  rest  assured  of,  for  there  is  in 
the  possession  of  Mr.  I Irving  a copy  of 
tiic  secret  order  as  well  as  the  public  o.ic  ; 
you  m.y  judge  what  ilependance  is  to 
be  placed  in  a government  so  faithless 
and  indifferent  to  its  ho  sted  honor  and, 
good  faith  as  this  is.  Does  our  govern- 
ment mean  to  sub  nit  to  t is  find  o.  out- 
rage Upon  the  lights  ana  liberties  ol  its 
citizens  ? Are  tire  whole  world  to  laug.i 
at  ns,  and  thus  learn  with  what  perfect 
impunity  foreign  nations  may  trample  I 
upon  Americans? 

“ Th : Englis  . ambassador  maintai.  sas' 
much  ascendancy  at  this  court,  as  on  any 
former  occasion,  and  there  is  not  a man] 
of  any  information  in  Madrid,  who  do^s 
n<  t believe  that  it  is  the  influence  of  tin  [ 
English  minister  that  produced  Mr.  M:s 
imprisonment  and  protracts  nis  confine- 
ment. It  is  said,  that  he  has  made  over- 
tures for  the  Island  of  Cuba  to  be  ceded i 
to  England,  in  consideration  of  an  acquit- 
tance of  all  claims  against  Spain,  for  sup-! 
plies  and  the  maintenance  of  the  British! 
army.  A schedule  of  the  demand  on 
, tnese  accounts  it  is  said  has  been  present  ! 
ed  contemporaneously  ; the  amount  re- 
ported to  be  equal  to  ffleen  millions  si  r- 
hng  ! The  account  has  been  referred  to 
the  military  department,  and  negotiations 
are  said  to  be  going  on  for  Cuba — so  that 
you  must  keep  a good  look  out  on  the 
Mississippi.”

A highly  intelligent  and  valuable 
friend  las  lurnisheii  is  with  the  subjoin- 
ed extract  oi  a letter.  The  writer  is  a 
very  observing  anil  s nsible  man.  It  will 
be  seen  by  the  contents,  that  the  United 
States  arc  gaining  upon  the  consideration 
of  European  statesmen  and  philosophers. 
These  iacts  are  interesting  ; they  show 
that  our  country  and  its  institutions,  i s

cur  citizens,  in  turn,  should  give  their 
speculations  and  remarks  in  the  same 
wav.  We  can  profit  by  their  communi- 
cations, and  I trust  rejoice  in  a contrast 
with  any  other  nation.

-«  A vessel  is  about  sailing  from  An- 
twerp, for  New-York,  and  I cannot  omit 
the  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  y our 
letter,  received  some  months  since,  ac- 
companied with  some  newspapers,  and 
the  report  cf  a committee  on  the  subject 
of  domestic  manufactures,  which  has 
been  read  Ly  many,  and  admired  more 
particularly  by  a li  ionil  of  mine,  an  En- 
glish gentleman  who  is  a great  friend  to 
our  country.  Since  my  residence  in 
Europe,  nothing  has  struck  me  more 
obviously  than  the  increasing  interest 
with  which  every  thing  relating  to  Awic- 
rhsa,  is  heard  and  observed.  A know- 
ledge of  the  nature  of  our  country,  of 
our  institutions,  inhabitants,  manners, 
morals,  and  customs,  from  which  the 
w ar  secluded  the  nations  of  Europe  in  a 
very  considerable  degree,  is  spreading 
with  a rapidity  proportionate  to  our  in- 
crease. It  is  now  seen,  with  what  relish 
by  kings  and  courts  I leave  you  to  judge, 
that  the  day  is  not  very  distant,  in  which 
our  .Republic  will  cease  to  occupy  a se- 
cond rank  among  the  nations  of  the  earth. 
Our  short  war  has  unfolded  energies 
which  we  were  not  believed  to  possess — 
it  has  impressed  info:  matioii  with  a dia- 
mond’s point,  in  characters  which  arc 
indelible. 

“ The  natural  productions  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  arc  sought  for  with  avidity. — 
Among  other  productions  I brought  with 
me  a piece  of  the  block  ol  copper  on  the 
margin  of  Lake  Superior.  A part  of 
it  has  been  analyzed  at  the  mint  in 
Utrecht,  and  is  placed  in  the  museum  at 
Leyden — another  has  a place  at  Gottin- 
gen. The  repost  of  the  analysis  makes 
it  (as  you  know  it  to  be)  more  free  from 
alioy  than  any  as  yet  known.  The  wise 
ones  are  turning  their  attention  to  t.i is 
subject,  and  you  may  expect  voyagers, 
in  tne  s.iape  of  philosophers,  coming  to 
make  discovciics. 

“After  sitislying  his  first  curiosity,  an 
American  seeks,  il  he  cues  not  sign  for, 
home.  The  wretchedness  and  misery  of 
the  lower  cissses,  abate  his  admiration] 
of  tne  stupendous  works  of  art  which 
Europe  presents.  It  snouid,  however, 
he  added,  tnat  t.fis  has  been  a year  of 
uncommon  distress.  And  it  may  also  be 
true,  indeed  i feci  it  to  be  so,  tiiat  my 
curiosity,  which  never  was  extravagant, 
is  abated  by  years. 

“ I know  of  nothing  in  the  political 
world  worth  naming  to  you.  Tne  pre- 
vailing opinion  seems  to  be,  that  things 
cannot  remain  as  they  are,  for  any  ] 
considerable  length  of  time.  If  you  ask  j 
t.ie  reason  ol  t..ri  opinion,  you  cannot' 
receive  a satisfactory  ...swer.

Il  we  are  prepare.;, 
or  preparing,  for  submission  to  the  first 
invader,  it  would  seem  to  me  tnat  in  or- 
der to  put  the  evil  day  as  lnr  off  as  pos- 
sible, policy  would  require  us  to  keep  it 
secret  as  long  as  we  can,  and  not  to  invit  ■ 
invasion  by  an  avowal  tnat  the  doctrine  oi 
non-resistance  had  gained,  and  was  gain- 
ing, great  ground  among  i:s.  If,  as  has 
been  frequently  asserted  in  English 
prints,  the  “ Ho.y  Alliance”  are  about 
to  aid  “ t ie  adored  Eeroi  .ami”  in  subju- 
gating i.is  revolted  -colonies  in  South 
America,  and  requiring  the  United 
States  to  join  tnem  in  their  crusade,  u 
must  be  highly  gratifying  to  that  alli- 
ance to  be  informed  tnat  we  win  not  on.y 
withhold  our  assistance  from  our  iVicn;  s 
ami  neignbors,  but  will  not  even  detenu 
ourselves. 

In  sub  r truth,  Mr.  Editor,  1 think  it 
the  height  of  folly,  wni.e  the  potentates 
of  Europe  are  all  keeping  up  last  stand- 
ing armies — and  wniie,  s ae  have  been 
often  informed,  tile  Empei  r of  Russia 
is  devoting  r.is  attention  in  a particular 
manner  to  the  exercise  and  improvement 
of  ms  troops — to  be  at  so  mucn  pains  to 
circulate  tne  belie!  that  we  are  beating 
our  swords  into  ploughshares,  and  our 
spears  into  prunh.g-hooks,  and  will  learn 
war  no  more.  Emperois  and  Kings  can- 
not love  us,  as  odr  govern  neiit  is  a con- 
tinued reproach  on  theirs;  and  il  we 
teach  tuem  they  need  not far  us,  where 
is  our  safety  ? 

None  can  more  sincerely  wish  than 
I do  tiiat  all  contentions  between  men, 
'.nil  nations,  wire  «t  an  end,  am!  that 
universal  peace  blessed  the  world; 
but  whiie  crowned  heads  continue  to 
natc  and  dread  the  principles  ol  libertv, 
and  while  they  keep  up  east  arnii  s oi 
mercenaries,  who  may  at  no  great  dis- 
tance of  tune  be  disgorged  on  our  shore 
to  blot  out  of  existence  the  only  repub- 
lic or.  earth,  1 would  wish  them  to  know, 
that  God  has  given  us  the  abitiiy  and  the 
disposition  to  defend  ourselves,  and  ah 
all  that  is  dear  tons,  against  any  earth; v 
power  tiiat  may  invade  us  ; and  th  t 
while  Europe  is  filled  with  waives, 
Americans  will  not  all  become  /«<?/>.

BONAPARTE. 

INTERESTING  COM  MIN' RATION  FROM 
ST.  HELENA. 

The  following  memorandum  of  ob 
serrations  made  by  Bonaparte  in  a. con- 
versation with  some  English  gentlemen 
lately  at  St.  Helena,  has  been  transmitted 
to  us  from  that  island.  We  have  the 
most  positive  assurance  given  to  us  of  the 
narrative  being  accurate  (though  we  have 
not  all  that  passed  at  length)  and  it  is 
worthy  of  the  peculiar  attention  of  the 
public.  11  it  should  turnout  that  sny 
passages  are  in  the  slightest  degree  in- 
correct, we  shall  make  it  our  business  to 
point  out  and  ixctil/the  mistake* 

« Memorandum  of  Observations  made  by 
Ji  mafiarte  in  a conversation  with  some 
gentlemen  svho  lalely  .ouchetl  at  St 
Helena,  in  their  way  to  England. 

“ After  the  usual  salutations,  Bona- 
parte alluded  to  Gardannc’s  mission,  by 
observing,  that  he  had  shewn  the  road 
from  Constantinople  to  Persia — then  ra- 
pidly adverting  to  India,  ho  asked  what 
the  Russians  w ere  about  on  their  Asiatic 
frontiers  ? And  with  little  attentionto  the 
replies,  proceeded  to  speak  of  the  pow- 
er of  tiic  hi  Herein  sovereigns,  and  of  their 
views.  Tne  Russians,  he  said,  were  the 
most  formidable  people  in  Europe  ; En- 
gland and  France  had  not  the  same  milita- 
ry advantages,  although  their  troops  hail 
more  moral  pow\r  than  any  of  the  other 
nations.  A Frenchman  on  becoming  a 
soldier  leaves  a better  country  than  any 
lie  can  be  called  th  serve  in — and  the 
Englishman  in  general  finds  himself 
worse  oif  abroad  tnan  at  home  ; so  that 
only  tiie  refuse  of  tin;  population  are 
inclined  to  enter  the  army.  The  Rus- 
:si.m,  on  the  contrary,  ceases  to  be  a mi- 
■ s:  i alue  stave,  and  becomes  a freeman, 
when  lie  quits  Russia,  ile  improves 
:..i»  condition  ; ne  fi.n.s  comtort  which  he 
co. nil  never  enjoy  at  home;  anil. cone- 
quently  Alexander  might  increase  nis 
army  to  any  amount  upon  service  onto! 
his  own  dominions;  and,  il  ne  organised 
Poland  wen,  he  would  jecure  the  cun- 
maud  ol  Europe.  Alexander’s  obcct 
had  always  been  to  take  Constantincpie, 
but  lie,  Napoleon,  had  distinctly  tolilhim 
that  ne  wouid  never  permit  the  G-eek 
Ciossto  be  placed  on  the  crown  o?  the 
C/.ar.  Austria  was  willing  to  assist  the 
views  of  R issia,  if  sac  herself  was 
to  be  guaranteeu  in  the  possession  o'  the 
provinces  contiguous  to  the  Turkish 
frontier;  so  that  France  and 'England 
would  be  left  alone  to  defend  Turkey. — 
In  speaking  ot  tne  power  of  Russn  for 
objects  of  conquest,  he  said  the  Cossacks 
were  formidable,  nut  so  much  from  heir 
numbers  as  from  their  peculiar  abifty  to 
endure  privations  in  traversing  unkjcivn 
countries.  They  also  res  mbled  the 
Bedouin  Arabs  in  thought  of  vision — so 
great  in  this  inspect  was  the  facu.ty  of 
the  Bedouins,  tnat  when  in  Egypt  upon 
an  occasion  whet*  he  wished  by  means  of 
his  telescope  to  observe  a body  of  men 
I that  appeared  on  the  horizon,  he  hail 
] scarcely  levelled  his  glass  when  a Be 
douin  near  him  recognized  with  the  nak 
ed  eye  another  Bedouin,  and  described 
his  dress,  Sec.  so  as  to  distinguish  the 
tiioe  to  which  he  belonged. 

“ England,  he  said,  could  never  be- 
come a continental  power.  Forty-fiv 
thousand  men,  with  ail  tiic  bravery  of  the 
nation,  could  never  give  her  authority  on 
tne  continent.  A naval  anil  commercial 
system  was  alone  adapted  to  her  situa- 
tion, and  can  alone  preserve  her  from  the 

ruin  with  which  sue  was  threatened. 

Lord  Wtiiesiey  was  right  in  saying  that 
tne  distress  was  permanent.  Lord  Cas 
tiercagn  .au  made  himself  a courtier  to 
t.ie  sover  i ;ns,  and  had  neglected  the 
interests  ol  England.  England  was  like 
tne  dog  looking  at  its  shadow  in  the  wa- 
ter, and  w.io  dropped  the  meat  out  of 
its  mouth.  If  there  had  been  an  abie 
minister  in  the  British  cabinet  at  the  ar- 
rangement of  tne  affairs  of  Europe,  the 
terms  ot  tne  peace  would  have  been 
very  different  from  those  concluded  cn. 

I .iu  utmost  possible  extension  of  com- 
merce, and  a total  relinquishment  of 
ontincntai  military  ambition,  could  alone 
rescue  England  front  its  present  di'fi- 
u.tics.  Ih.e  king  of  Portugal  should 
have  been  made  to  grant  five  years  ex- 
clusive privilege  of  trade  with  the  Bra- 
zils, as  the  price  of  the  Portuguese 
throne. 

“ In  former  times  the  English  minis- 
teis  had  made  peace  like  merchants,  and 1 
oad  filled  t.,e  pockets  of  their  country. 

1 no  present  minis  ers  had  set  up  for 
gentlemen,  and  nail  ruined  themselv  es. 
“Iu  the  year  1783,  England  threaten- 
d to  go  to  war  again,  if  France  did  not 
agree  to  the  commercial  treaty,  which 
spcct.i.y  ruinei:  her.  The  French  minis- 
te.s  Here  obliged  to  accede  to  the  de- 
mand, as  they  had  no  money,  though 
the  consequences  were  foreseen.  The 
documents  in  the  Bureau  ties  Affaires 
Etrangrcs  would  prove  this  anecdote. — 
England,  in  throwing  away  the  advan- 
tage of  her  naval  power,  acted  like  Fran- 
cis I.  at  Pavia,  who  having  stationed  a 
battery  of  43  pieces  of  cannon  (in  those 
days  a numerous  force  of  artillery,)  anil 
vvnich  battery  vvouiil  have  insured  him 
the  v ictory,  interposed  himself  and  his 
gens  d’armcrie  between  the  guns  and 
the  hostile  lints,  so  tbat  tiicy  could  not 
ire  ; and,  drawing  his  magnificent  grand 
sable,  lie  lost  the  battle.  The  naval 
blockade  was  like  rubbing  the  body  with 
oil  to  prevent  perspiration,  and  suffering, 
,.s  my  face  docs  this  moment,  (said  Bo- 
naparte) an  eruption,  for  the  want  of  it. 
If  England  made  use  of  her  maritime 
superiorit) , she  might  send  ambassadors 
to  command  foreign  courts.  Now  she 
was  insulted  vritn  prohibitory  decrees 
in  every  petty  state.  Willi  45,000  men, 
lie  repeated  again  anil  again,  Eng. am! 
can  never  become  a continental  power; 
beside^  the  attempt  would  be  fatal  to 


[That  free  constitution  hi  w hich  the-  En-' 
] ! glish  so  justly  prided  themselves,  an< 

1 vi  hich,  in  truth,  hss  been  the  source  of  her 
extraordinary  power, commensurate  with 
her  extent.  What  had  been  the  result 
of  her  military  -efforts  ? She  had  got 
pcsstssion  of  his  person,  and  an  oppor- 
tunity to  shew  her  want  of  genciTsixy.— - 
She  had  disturbed  the  .legitimacy  of 
! thrones,  since  lie  was  the  4 awful  sove- 
j reign  of  France.  lie  wished  for  gene- 
ral peace,  as  it  was  his  true  interest,  and 
the  only  way  by  which  lie  could  be  re- 
i lievcil  from  tne  rock  on  which  he  was 
now  confined. 

“ He  tlion  entered  into  a long  personal 
tirade  against  governor  Lowe,  on  the 
treatment  he  had  received,  and  of  the 
many  misrepresentations  of  his  conduct 
vvnich  had  been  put  forth,  lie  spoke  of 
Mr.  Warden’s  publication  as  unfounded 
in  almost  every  particular,  and  express- 
ed himself  in  tne  severest  terms  of 
Lord  Bathurst’s  speech.  lie  was  sur- 
prized, he  said,  at  Lord  Sidmouth’s  and 
Lord  Liverpool’s  want  of  decent  pro- 
priety towards  him  on  the  discussion,  as 
ne  thought  he  nad  shewn  them  civilities 
to  asiuro  him  a more  liberal  treatment. 
England,  he  concluded,  was  in  a curious 
pret; ic anient — she  has  won  all,  and  is 
ruined.” 


BRITISH  OFFICERS  AND  SPAN- 
ISH PATRIOTS. 

PHILADELPHIA,  NOV.  3. 

We  have  taken  some  pains  to  ascertain 
the  precise  state  of  circumstances  in  the 
case  of  tne  ten  Britisn  officers  on  Friday 
committed  for  trial,  by  the  judges  of 
the  Circuit  Court  now  in  session ; anil  of- 
fer the  following  outiiiie  as  one  which 
we  believe  may  be  relied  on  as  far  as  it 
goes.  Colonel  John  D.  Needham,  cap- 
tain John  D.  Perkins,  captain  J.  B.  Hol- 
land, i apt.— Ferrier, lieutenants  Richard 
Stacey,  James  Stacy  and  Charles  Web- 
ster ; Surgeon  Robert  Fry,  Serjeant- 
Major  Benjamin  Pai  kcs,  anil  Frederick 
Beix,  said  to  be  a Ccssaque  Nobleman, 
arc  the  persons  implicated  in  the  alleged 
misdemeanors.  The  substance  of  the 
charge  was,  tiiat  they  made  arrange- 
ments last  summer  in  Brussels  to  com- 
bine and  create  a regiment  of  Cavalry 
with  which  to  join  the  Patriots  in  South 
America.  With  this  design  they  em- 
barked at  Antwerp  on  board  the  Ameri- 
can skip  Purnasso  and  arrived  at  Nevv- 
London  a few  weeks  ago.  From  there 
they  came  to  Philadelphia  and  took  their 
passages  on  board  the  brig  Ellen  of  t.fis 
port,  which  vessel  cleared  out  last  week 
for  Surinam.  They  were  accompanied 
by  John  Williams  and  Peter  Hogan, 
who  were  to  have  served  in  the  capaci- 
ties of  Serjeants  or  Commissaries,  and 
by  whose  information  to  the  Spanish  Con- 
sul, tne  intended  expedition  was  discov- 
ered and  interrupted.  It  appears  that 
each  man  was  fully  provided  with  caval- 
ry equipments,  and  there  was  no  doubt 
of  their  intention  to  take  a part  with  the 
patriots  in  carrying  on  hostilities.  They 
were  regularly  drilled  every  morning  at 
the  Colonel’s  quarters  in  PI  iiatlclphia 
until  arrested, and  most,  if  not  all  oi  them, 
it  was  understood,  had  been  in  t ic-  British 
service.  One  of  them  wore  the  Waterloo 
badge  in  his  button  hole.  After  very  full 
examination  of  many  witnesses  on  both 
sides,  the  Court  remanded  them  all  to 
prison,  where  they  are  to  remain  till  A- 
prit  (the  time  of  their  trial)  unlcs  they 
can  give  bail/  each  one  in  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars. 

Adverting  to  the  ostensible  state  pf 
things  in  Europe,  it  is  remarkable  that 
British  officers  should  have  been  asso- 
ciated in  the  Capital  of  tiic  Netherlands 
for  waging  war  against  Spain.  Either 
the  authority  or  tiie  disposition  of  the 
English  and  the  Dutch  governments,  for 
repressing  hostilities  against  that  ofSpain, 
would  seem  somewhat  questionable. 

Since  the  above  has  been  in  type,  we 
leant  that  a special  Court  will  be  held  in 
December  for  the  trial  of  the  above- 
named  gentlemen.

Brackenridge,  Esq.  of  this  city,  will  go 
out  as  secretary  to  the  mission.

In  many  places  the  ancient  bed  of  thej 
river  is  deserted,  and  covered  with  sand. 
The  commissaries  of  government  are 
hastening  to  the  Rkiuthal,  and  all  the 
corporations  rival  each  other  in  zeal  on 
this  distressing  .occasion.

INTERNAL  IMRROVE.MEN  1’. 

A Meeting  of  tbe  Citizens  of  Lexing- 
ton and  surrounding  country  is  requested 
on  SATURDAY  next  the  5th  of  Decem- 
ber, for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  expediency  of  forming  a 
company,  and  asking  the  legislature  for 
an  act  of  incorporation,  to  cut  a canal 
from  some  point  on  the  Kentucky  river 
near  Boonsborough,  passing  through 
this  place,  to  the  mouth  of  Eikhorn. 

It  is  supposed  that  the  legislature  of 
Kentucky,  which  will  convene  on  .Mon 
<Vy>  will,  immediately  after  organizVg 
fnd  appointing  committees,  take  up  t 
question  of  a new  election  of  governor. 

The  operation- of  Lithotomy  was  per- 
formed by  Dr.  Dudley  on  Mr.  S.  Owens* 
of  this  place,  on  Wednesday  last,  and  a 
stone  was  taken  from  him  one  and  three- 
fourths  of  an  inch  in  length,  anti  one  and 
a half  inch  in  thickness,  weighing  nearly 
two  ounces.  The  patient  is  doing  well. 
Tnis  is  the  first  operation  for  stone  that 
has  been  performed  in  Lexington.  The 
skilful  and  eminent  operator  on  the  pre- 
sent occasion,  extracted  a stone  from  a 
little  bey  in  the  town  of  Paris  some  time 
ago;  in  which  case  one  limb  bad  beets 
much  shorter  and  not  more  than  two- 
thirds  the  size  of  the  other.  On  the  re- 
covery of  this  little  patient  from  the 
operation,  his  limb  began  to  iniproi  e, 
and  soon  after  obtained  its  proper  size 
and  length.  The  improving  condition 
of  the  healing  art  is  flattering  to  the 
cause  of  human  happiness,  and  it  would  j 
almost  seem  to  sanction  the  pleasing 
speculation  that  oid  age  will  at  one  day 
be  the  only  outlet,  saving  accident,  to 
human  existence.  Our  Medical  College, 
Kentucky,  the  western  country  atiargo, 
may  well  be  proud  of  a professional  man 
of  the  skill  and  talent  of  Dr.  Dudley. 


REVIVAL  OF  PARTY  SPIRIT. 

An  eastern  paper  conjectures,  that  the 
diicussion  in  Congress  of  the  question  of 
recognizing  the  independence  of  the 
South  American  republics,  will  revive 
party  spirit  in  the  United  States.  We 
have  never  believed  that  party  spirit  was 
put  to  rest : we  have  never  been  con- 
vinced of  the  sincerity  of  federal  firofes- 
sions  on  this  subject : we  believe  that  the 
rancor  of  tnc  leaders  of  that  party  has 
never  ceased,  and  that  it  is  as  vindictive, 
though  not  so  undisguised,  as  ever  it  was, 
towards  the  republicans.  That  our  im- 
pressions on  this  point  have  been  correct, 
is  demonstrated  by  the  fact,  that  wherever 
the  federalists  have  had  an  ascend- 
ancy in  the  politics  of  any  state,  they  have* 
continued,  amidst  ail  their  harmonious 
declarations,  to  persecute  and  proscribe 
republicans  from  all  participation  in  their 
offices  and  councils. 

But  we  entirely  concur  with  the  east- 
ern Editor,  in  the  substance  cf  his  con- 
jecture. The  federalists  will  generally, 
perhai  s to  a man,  oppose  the  acknow- 
ledgement of  South  American  independ- 
ence ; white  all  those  real  republicans, 
who  are  not  merely  nominal,  but 
practical,  friends  of  t ie  rights  of  man- 
kind, and  who  arc  enlightened  as  to  the 
true  interests  of  the  United  States,  will 
support  the  recognition  of  that  independ- 
ence. Leading  federalists,  unless  they 


change  their  very  nature,  will  ever  be 
found  arrayed  against  free  government :! 
they  will  denounce  the  republicans  as  ja- 
cobins and  enemies  to  their  country,  lor 
daring  to  receive  the  ambassadors  of  any 
Southern  republic,  or  for  placing  any  j 
sueh  republic  on  an  equality  w ith  otlie 
independent  powers:  they  will  probably 
alarm  and  threaten  the  country  with  the 
vengeance  and  hostility  oi  the  “ Holy 
League”  of  European  despots ; and  we 
shall  not  be  surprized,  if  they  invite  by  J 
their  conduct  t;ie  European  powcis  to 
compel  us,  by  force  of  arms,  to  submit 
tot;. at  course  of  policy  which  they  shahj 
prescribe  in  relation  to  the  South  Ame-I 
ricans.  Thus  did  they  cheer  audencou- 
i age  England,  in  her  hostility  towards  us, 
maud  before  the  late  war  : and  thus  they! 
will  doubtless,  on  the  South  American 
question,  excite  and  exacerbate  party 
spirit,  to  its  bitterest  malignity,  among, 
t.ie  people  of  the  United  States.  j 

'1  he  republican  party,  however,  have 
learned  to  pursue  the  policy  which  they! 
think  right,  without  regard  to  the  silly  or 
unprincipled  clamors  of  federalism  ; apd1 
we  nope  that  the  majority  in  Congress! 
will  be  restrained,  neither  by  timid  re-j 
publicans  nor  aristocratic  federalists,: 
rom  extending  to  a brave  American  peo-j 
pie  the  civility  of  recognizing  their  na- 
tional existence.

THE  FLORID  AS. 

Captain  Arij^ld,  of  tiie  ship  Lucy  from 
Bordeaux,  has  brought  out  despatches 
for  .government  from  the  American  min- 
ister at  the  Court  of  Spain.  It  is  pre- 
sumed that  these  d spatchcs  relate  to  the 
negotiations  carrying  on  between  the  U. 
nited  States  and  Spain  ns  to  the  purchase 
of  the  i’loridas.  It  is  distinctly  under- 
stood, on  very  good  authority,  that  Great 
Britain  has  said  to  Spain,  “ If  you  choose 
“ to  kee/i  the  Florida*  it  is  -.o  il;  but  f 
“ uou  determine  to  sell  th-m,  we  think  wc 
“ have  a right  to  the  /inference,  and  we 
“ shall  exftcct  thefrst  offer.”  This  lan- 
guage has  offended  and  embarrassed  the 
Court  of  Madrid,  although  wc  do  not  be- 
lieve it  will  influence  its  determination; 
indeed  we  feel  confident  that  that  deter- 
mination is  made,  and  is  now  in  the  U- 
nited  States.  We  come  to  this  conclu- 
sion from  a knowledge  of  the  fact  that 
the  Spanish  Minister,  Don  Onis,  has  ai 
this  moment  i.i  his  possession  sealed 
despatches  from  his  Court,  which  des-

GAZETTE  SUMMARY. 


The  ship  Martha,  arrived  at  Nantuck- 
et, touched  at  Rio  Grande  on  the  6th  of 
of  September,  where  it  was  reported 
that  a second  revolt  had  taken  filace  at 
Pernambuco,  and  that  the  CITY  WAS 
IN  POSSESSION  OF  THE  PATRI- 
OTS. We  hope  that  the  intelligence 
may  be  true ; but  being  in  the  shape  of 
a report,  it  should  not  be  implicitly  cre- 
dited. s 

The  royal  Gazette  of  Cameras  gives 
an  account  of  the  Spaniards,  700  strong, 
under  Col.  Pi  mines,  having  attacked  the 
patriot  troops  in  the  town  of  Guira,  on 
the  27th  of  August,  and  carried  it  by 
storm,  killing  and  capturing  250  to  300 
patriots,  taking  4 pieces  of  cannon  and 
many  muskets,  and  compelling  the  re- 
mainder of  the  patriots  to  retreat  on 
board  their  vessels.  The  Spanish  loss 
was.  of  course,  by  the  royal  news,  a mere 
bagatelle — 13  killed  and  27  wounded. 
The  royalists,  under  Gen.  Calzada,  are 
said  to  have  taken,  Sept.  4,  the  villages  of 
Payara,  Santa  Lucia,  and  two  others ; 
and  a skirmish  between  a small  Spanish 
force  and  a patriot  detachment,  near  St. 
Raphael  Orituco,  Sept.  6,  resulted  in  a 
Victory  on  neither  side.  Another  royal 
account  from  Llancs  mentions  an  action 
at  Osc u rote  which  lasted  two  days.  The 
number  of  the  independents  is  stated 
to  have  amounted  to  400,  of  which  200 
were  killed,  and  a great  number  wound- 
ed. The  Spaniards  suffered  no  other 
loss  ihan  a few  horses  wounded  : oi  h the 
lance  ! Tbe  same  Gazette  contains  a 
royal  pardon  and  amnesty  from  Ferdi- 
nand VII.  to  all  these  comprehended  j 
in  the  past  or  present  revolution  in] 
South  America,  and  invites  them  to 
return  to  their  homes.  Another  loan 
of  200,000  dollars,  for  the  support  of  the 
army,  was  lately  raised  among  the  mer- 
chants of  Caraccas  and  I.a  Guayra. 

A letter  from  Caraccas,  of  Sept.  26, 
says — “ The  insurgents  hare  been  worst- 
ed in  all  directions,  as  you  will  see  by 
the  public  papers  I send  you  herewith. 
Yesterday  accounts  were  received  of  a 
complete  victory  by  Calzado  over  Paez. 
The  latter  lost  400  men  killed,  and  500 
prisoners,  900  horses,  a great  number 
of  cattle,  and  all  bis  camp  equipage. — 
This  battle  was  subsequent  to  that  an- 
nounced in  the  Gazette.  A few  battles 
more  of  this  importance,  will  certainly 
reduce  the  insurgent  forces  to  a mere 
s cef  ton.  The  loss  of  their  horses  will 
he  most  severely  left  by  them.  Desert- 
ers are  daily  presenting  themselves,  who 
are  sent  to  their  respective  homes.  Gen. 
Moriilo  has  ordered  ali  the  prisoners  to 
be  set  at  liberty,  they  enjoying  the  bene- 
fit of  the  indulto.” 

A Curracoa  paper,  of  October  4,  states

It  has  excited  much  surprize,  that  the 
stae  of  Connecticut  has  not,  till  this  late 
dal,  granted  any  honorable  memorial  to 
their  distinguis  icd  citizen, Com.
